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Help Sought 
In Hijacking 


609 Died Last Year 
Weekend Traffic Toll 
Surpasses 600 Mark

Traffic accidents killed 612 


persons throughout the nation 
during the three-day Labor Day 
holiday. 


Tbe count was within the esti- 


mate made by the National 
Safety Council that 570 to 670 
persons would be killed in high- 
way accidents during the 78- 
hour period that began at 6 p.m. 
Friday and ended at midnight, 
local time, Monday. 


The record number of traffic 


deaths for any Labor Day week- 
end was in 1968 when the toll hit 
688. The count for the same holi- 


day period last year was 609. 


The worst crashes occurred 


in Wisconsin and Mississippi. 


The young and the old alike 


were killed as people across the 
nation took to the highways in 
the year's last long summer holi- 
day. 


Seven persons returning from 


a high school football game 
were killed Friday night in 
east-central 
Wisconsin 
near 


Redgranite when their auto 
missed a curve and struck a 
tree. Six of the victims were 
teen-agers; the seventh was a 
21-year-old youth. 


Medeiros Named 


Accepted by Pope 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 


Paul VI has accepted the resig- 
nation "for reasons of age and 
health" of Richard Cardinal 
Cushing, archbishop of Boston, 
the Vatican annuounced today. 


The Most Rev. Humberto S. 


Medeiros, 64, bishop of Browns- 
ville, Tex., since April 1966, was 
appointed to replace Cardinal 
Cushing as the Boston archbish- 
op. 


Reached at his home in Bos- 


ton. Cushing said "of course I 
knew" when asked if he was 
aware his resignation had been 
accepted. 


Two years ago Cushing said 


he wanted to retire when he 
reached 75. He celebrated his 
75th birthay on Aug. 25. 


He had said many times that 


when he retired be wanted to go 
to South America and work as a 
missionary. 


Too Sick' 


"Oh, I can't go now." he said 


this morning. "I'm too sick." 


The cardinal has had several 


bouts with illness for several 
years. His last illness was in 
March when be was hospitalized 
for several days. The nature of 
the illness was described as a 
"resistant infection." 


He has suffered from asthma, 


bronchial ailments, and em- 
physema. 


His interest in missionary 


work began while he was study- 
ing in a seminary to become a 
priest He served for many 
years in the Boston diocesan of- 


Faith, which handles missionary 
funds and affairs of the church. 


Cardinal Cushing's peppery 


wit and style of speaking, his af- 
fection for Boston and his out- 
spoken manner of dealing with 
both religious and secular sub- 
jects have projected an image 
of candor and courage. 


The 75-year-old prelate be- 


came auxiliary bishop of Boston 
in 1939 and took over as arch- 
bishop in 1944. In 1962. he made 
news when be requested a mis- 
sionary assignment—and was 
turned down by Rome. 


He is known as a close friend 


of the Kennedy family of Bos- 
ton. 


In January 1961 be stood on 


the White House porch and said 
the inaugural prayer for Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


In November 1963 the cardinal 


said a solemn funeral Mass in 
New York's St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral for the assassinated presi- 
dent 


It was the second resignation 


this year of an American cardi- 
nal. On Jan. 21 Pope Paul ac- 
cepted the resignation of Los 
Angeles 
Archbishop 
James 


Francis Cardinal Mclntyre, who 
was 83, 


The Boston churchman was 


raised to the cardinalate in 1968 
by Pope John XXHI. 


And out of one meeting he bad 


with Pope John came one of the 
dozens of stories for which the 
cardinal is famed.

sons in New Jersey. A 20-year- 
old man and three teen-age pas- 
sengers died when their car 
struck a tree Monday near Rah- 
way. Five persons were killed 
when a tractor-trailer collided 
with four cars near the Atlantic 
City Expressway. 


On a Philadelphia main thor- 


oughfare, four children died 
Monday night when te car in 
which they were riding side- 
swiped another, skidded more 
than 250 feet and struck a tree 
after bouncing off another one. 
The victims included two sis-j 
ters, aged 3 and 8, an 11-year-, 
old boy and his 10-year-old sis-j 
ter. 


Five persons, including three, 


in their 60s. were killed on U.S. 
30 near Warsaw, Ind., in a two-, 
car accident. In Illinois, a 77- 
year-old man and a 74-year-old 
woman were killed in a collision 
75 miles southwest of Chicago.

London, Sir Alec Douglas-Home, 
the British foreign secretary, 
summoned envoys of six Arab 
countries for discussions on the 
hijacking crisis.

prompted by an ultimatum from

25th Anniversary 
Ho's Declaration, 
'All Men Equal' 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

"All men are created equal, 


said the document. "They are 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain i n a l i e n a b l e rights. 
Among these are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness." 


With those words 25 years ago 


today, a declaration framed by 
Ho Chi Minh proclaimed inde- 
pendence for what he called the 
Democratic Republic of Viet- 
nam, with himself as president. 
Ho, a 
veteran international 


Communist and agent of Mos- 
cow, long had planned to use the 
American words for his procla- 
mation. Perhaps it was sincere 
admiration for the 1776 declara 
tion, but perhaps, too, it was a 
device to mask Ho the Commu- 
nist behind Ho the patriot. 


Tone of Propaganda 


Ho died a year ago Wednes- 


day, at the age of 79. This week 
North Vietnam is commemorat- 
ing the 25th anniversary and 
Ho's death, and the tone of the 
accompanying propaganda car- 
ries a strong suggestion of polit- 
ical uneasiness in Hanoi. Evi- 
dently some tension has been 
generated over the question of 
how Ho's legacy of power is to 
be distributed. 


Ho had no successor. He could 


not have had one, since none of 
his heirs had anything like his 
tature Thus there is now re- 
peated stress in the Hanoi press 
on the motion of "collective 
leadership." 


None of this seems likely to 


have any immediate effect upon 
the wars in South Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia. Up to now 
the ruling Politburo in Hanoi 
has not let its political differ- 
ences interfere with the machin- 
ery of battle. There could be a 
long-range impact, nonetheless, 
since that apparently has been 
at issue in Hanoi has been the 
"how" 
of the 
war—whether 


"protracted war" should contin- 
ue for years, or whether heavier 
investment should be made in a 
bid for a less distant decision 


The protracted war concept 


was originally espoused by Red 
China's Mao Tse-tung and sup- 
ported in Hanoi by Truong 
Chinh, a powerful 
Politburo 


member. Chinh last out early in 
1968 when Hanoi decide to go 
all-out with the Tet offensive. Le 
Duan, now 62, as first secretary 
of the ruling Laodong Workers 
—party seemed the architect of 
the strategy. 


Curiously, however, both sides 


in the argument appeared to 
win out, a development which 
might have averted a Politburo 
showdown. The Tet offensive 
failed to achieve its objectives, 
but it was followed by President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's departure 
from the 1968 presidential cam- 
paign, by talks in Paris, by the 
end to bombings of the North 
and, perhaps most significant of 
all, by intensified turmoil in the 
United States generated by the 
war issue. 


Today, Hanoi's leaders seem 


resigned to protracted war for 
as long as necessary, while 
hopeful still of forcing the U.S. 
presence out of Vietnam entire- 
ly before South Vietnam's re- 
gime can become stable enough 
to resist the North's pressure. 
The North Vietnamese effort 
thus appears to have been 
slowed, even though Hanoi is 
more involved than ever as the 
result of the new front in Cam- 
bodia. 


Hanoi has huge home front 


problems, as its propaganda 
makes abundantly clear. It has 
lots of military hardware and 
"there is more where it came 
from, but the country is painful- 
ly short in civilian manpower 
and in every day necessities for 
the people. So the stress now is 
on "using small forces to defeat 
larger forces." This suggests 
that the Viet Cong in the South; 
must rely more heavily on their 
own guerrilla tactics. 


If there is a struggle for pow- 


er going on at the top, no clear 
evidence of it comes through the 


propaganda at the present time 
The indications are that Le 
Duan, the practical man as dis 
tinct from the inflexible ideolo- 
gist Truong Chinh, has the dom- 
inant voice in the collective. He 
has been stressing in published 
statements the need for the mi- 
nority to submit to majority de 
cisions. He concedes that no 
man has a monopoly on wis- 
dom, but adds that collective 
leadership still doesn't mean 
lowering "the individual respon- 
sibility of leaders." That seems 
a way of saying that somebody, 
after all, has to be boss. 


Perhaps the others would just 


as soon let him have the job for 
now. Le Duan, in speeches this 
year, has had to tell the people 


they must make many mor 
sacrifices in lives and property 
to keep the war going. He has 
had to admit that "the materia 
life of the people is low." He has 
had to put out warnings against 
grumblers, threatening "reso- 
lute punishment" for those who 
"break Socialist law." Signiu- 
cantly, Le Duan puts out ire 
quent appeals for party unity, 
recalling this aspect of Ho's tes 
lament. 


Ringing Words 


And so, 25 years after the in- 


vocation of the ringing words of 
the American Declaration of In- 
dependence, it seems clear thai 
equality and the pursuit of hap- 
)iness have not come to the 
tforth Vietnamese. 


One gets the impression that 
he men whom Ho brought up as 
eaders over the past quarter- 
century are obliged today to be 
gamblers. If they can hold out 
ong enough, domination of a'l 
Vietnam, North and South, may 
one day be theirs.

If you could make a survey. 


of all the transistor radio 
receivers owned .by your 
schoolmates, you would, 
probably find that very few of 
them bear the identification of 
the owners. 


Identification Label 
Consequently, if an un- 


marked transistor receiver is 
.misplaced or lost, the chances 
of the owner recovering it are 
rather slim because only by 
merest chance is it likely to be 
found 
by someone who 


recognizes it as the property 
of a friend. 


The risk of such loss can be 


considerably reduced by any 


boy or girl who simply marks 
the radio in such a way.that- 
the name, address and 
telephone number of the 
owner is in plain sight. 


This can be accomplished 


by neatly printing the in- 
formation on a small slip of 
cardboard or paper and taping 
it to the side of the transistor 
as in figure 1. 


Cover the entire label with 


transparent tape (figure 2) to 
prevent it from tearing or 
becoming weather-beaten. 


It is such a good idea to 


identify your transistor radio 
this way that the method could 
be applied to almost any other 
possessions that are taken 
from place to place, such as a 
lunch bos and a gym bag.

They have been pushed 
into more belligerent positions and 
welcomed the cease-fire agreement. But 
if there are violations by the commandos 
— and apparently there have been some 
— Israel will not forever observe that 
cease-fire. Nor does it dare withdraw 
from some of the conquered territory 
since it would give an attack advantage 
to the Arabs. 


We are not a bit enthused about 


American troops getting involved in 
other parts of the world after our sad 
Vietnamese experience. But in that case 
we acted unilaterally, whatever various 
government spokesmen may say about 
our alleged allies. If we actually could 
team up with the Russians, it is doubtful 
that even the commandos would get too 
heavily involved. And, psychologically, 
perhaps we could bury for all time the 
myth that a Communist regime is the 
only tyrannical one in the world. This 
does not in any way mean that we ap- 
prove of it. 


In the long run real peace will come 


to the Middle East only if both sides are 
convinced that it is to their benefit. A 
combined American-Soviet peace 
keeping force just might do the con- 
vincing.

Not all of the taxable income ac- 


counted for by the people of Wisconsin is 
in the form of wages and salaries, un- 
fortunately from the viewpoint of the 
advocates of such a local sharing 
proposal. Would it be fair for a city to 
claim a share of the tax of the "earned" 
income of a person, and to exclude other 
forms? What to do about many other 
forms of income is a nice question. 


A resident of a city may very well 


have investments elsewhere. If he 
collects rents from properties in another 
jurisdiction, the income is really 
"earned" there. A professional man, 
such as a successful lawyer, may have 
clients in many jurisdictions, and trv 
cases all over the state. How would that 
income be accounted for under such a 
sharing formula? Suppose an investor 
collects interests on bonds, or dividends 
from shares held in a nation-wide 
conglomerate corporation, or from a 
national mutual fund. Suppose he is a 
professional consultant, traveling about 
the country to serve clients, or more 
commonly, a traveling salesman for a 
national organization, or, perchance, a 
roving journalist. As Mr. Morgan noted, 
the identification of the origin of the 
income of such persons would be a 
formidable task for the taxpayer, and a 
virtually impracticable challenge for the 
tax administration with respect to ap- 
portionment of the income tax shares. 


Here is an illustration of a com- 


monplace in public affairs. Seemingly 
easy solutions often turn out to be too 
complicated for practical use upon close 
examination, unfortunately in this case.

accident-free driving, as much as a 2 per 
cent reduction in rate per year for five 
years. But concurrently penalties are 
assessed the bad driver, with a person 
convicted of drunk driving having his 
premium doubled. -And .there are 
specific provisions for cancelling in- 
surance. 


Most people would agree that our 


present system of automobile accident 
insurance needs considerable im- 
provement. In Wisconsin Chief Justice 
Harold Hallows of the Supreme Court 
has been campaigning for changes in our 
contributory negligence law.

A major political conflict 


that may shape the destiny of 
this nation centers on the 
phase "law and order." 


Maybe it would be best if we

worker or a South Chicago 
Negro. But I don't think we 
can toss it away.

The political conflict that 


rages over this "law and 
order" issue is sometimes 
described as involving two 
groups: the "liberals" and the 
"hard hats." 


Cluster of Cliches 


Look for a moment at that 


cluster 
of cliches 
that 


surround the so-called "hard 
hats." To read some accounts, 
one would assume that the 
American middle class is 
racist, anti-student, anti- 
intellectual, 
hawkish, 


disdainful of civil liberties, 
incipiently fascist, and, most 
of aU, anxious for a crackdown 
in respect to "law and order," 
even if it means repression. 


That is not a very nice 


picture. Nor is it accurate. 


However, the so-called 


"liberal" fares little better. 
He's often described as per- 
missive, elitist, and wealthy, 
concerned primarily about the 
welfare of the poor black man 
that he seldom sees; but not 
about the poor or the lower- 
middle income white man. He 
is seen as a dove and is 
identified with dissent and 
disruption. And, above all, he. 
is perceived as "soft on law 
and order." 


Also not a very nice picture 


— and also not accurate! 


Tbe facts are quite different 


from the labels. 


If we look at the American 


labor movement— with all of 
its limitations — it is very 
hard to make the nasty 
rhetoric stick. For tbe labor 
movement in the last forty 
years has been the point of the 
spear for every major liberal 
and progressive program 
enacted in the Congress of tbe 
United States. That includes, 
of course, obvious pro-labor 
measures like collective 
bargaining, the minimum 


wage and unemployment 
insurance. But it also includes 
aid to education, job training, 
Job Corps, war on poverty, 
Medicare, aid to cities, 
medical research, and more 
specifically 
and 
most 


dramatically, a concerted 
effort in support of a series of 


Humphrey 


major civil rights measures 
and civil liberties protections. 


That's not so bad for a labor 


movement that some voices 
describe as reactionary, dead 
and stale. 


Some assert that only the 


leadership is liberal and ac- 
tivist; that the rank-and-file of 
the union membership is 
really rather conservative, 
racist, 
reactionary, 
in- 


different — sitting around in 
their undershirts drinking 
beer, looking at TV, cursing 
hippies, and voting for George 
Wallace. 


I'm sure this kind of talk 


does take place sometimes. 
You might hear loose talk like 
that at the bar rail However, 
in America, political decisions 
are made, not at the bar, but 
in the voting booth. And the 
voting boxes in the so-called 
"hard-hat" labor districts 
have been solidly Democratic 
since the New Deal, voting 
invariably for tbe progressive 
Presidential nominees. These 
districts have always been, 
and still are, liberal — and 
that is a crucial point to 


dilettantes within the liberal 
ranks, but most of the liberals 
in the 1960s were willing to do 
tough, hard and courageous 
work. The civil rights workers 
who went into the South were 
as courageous a group of 
young people as this nation 
has ever seen. Those liberals, 
young and old, who have 
sincerely protested against 
the war in Vietnam and its 
extension into Cambodia, who 
have protested against hunger 
in America, who have con- 
demned pollution, who have 
dramatized the plight of the 
migrant workers, are tough- 
minded idealists. We may not 
like everything they say or do, 
but their effectiveness is 
apparent. 


Most importantly, liberals 


in America are not now and 
never have been "anti- 
workingman." Over 
the 


years, liberals and the labor 
movement have supported the 
same progressive programs 
and candidates. 


Just as America will not get 


legislative progress on cities, 
health, schools, jobs, and 
poverty without the support of 
the labor movement, neither 
will we get progress without, 
the leadership of America's 
articulate and active liberal 
idealists. 


We need both. We must keep 


this coalition working if we 
are to move ahead. And, as 
another column will explain, 
this brings us to the question 
of "law and order."

advanced further into more 
"civilized" states did they 
relax their efforts at peace- 
keeping and intensify their 
warlike activities. 


Indeed, most of the Norm 


American tribes had "peace 
chiefs" as well as "war 
chiefs." The peace chiefs 
engaged 
in 
elaborate 


ceremonials with other tribes 
to enable potential conflicts to 
be resolved amicably without 
loss of face on either side. And 
these "primitives" were so 
psychologically shrewd that 
sometimes they arranged for 
the tribes to engage in mock 
battles, with the exchange of 
hostages, to drain away tbe 
hostility and release pent-up 
emotions 
without

through a real war.

For several years, we have 


been involved in "disar- 
mament negotiations" in 
Geneva, but nobody pretends 
that these are much more than 
feeble efforts to strike a moral 
posture, while at the same 
time most of our energy and 
funds go into building the most 
powerful armament factory 
the world has ever known. It Is 
a ludicrously unequal contest 
between the "war chief" and 
the "peace chtef" in our tribe 
— especially since no one 
knows who the peace chief to 
or what be is reafiy doing.

Security in Washington 


No matter how correct Israel 


was in unmasking Egyptian 
violations of the Suez Canal 
standstill, this group of minis- 
ters argues that Israel's basic 
security lies in Washington. Any 
Israeli action which endangers 
that relationship, such as pro- 
onged boycott of the peace 
talks, could be even more 
dangerous than a temporary 
Egyptian military advantage of 
uncertain dimension. 


The hawks also are aware of 


the vital importance of the link 


to Washington, without which 
Israel could never have amass- 
ed its awesome military power. 
But they are willing to take the 
risk on the theory that, if the 
peace talks fail and war starts 
again, public opinion in the U.S 
will force President Nixon to 
come down hard on Israel's side 
and open the military pipeline 
wide, including F-4 Phantom 
aircraft. 


But even this riskful assess- 


ment falls far short of the 
extreme p o s i t i o n taken by 
Menahem Begin, the leader of 
the right-wing Gahal party, 
which has 26 seats in the 120- 
member Knesset. Begin, who 


opposes withdrawal from lands 
captured in 1967, predicted to us 
that the several religious par- 
ties (which have 18 seats in the 
Knesset) would follow him out 
of the government if Mrs. Meir 
shows the slightest weakness in 
the New York negotiations. 


Should that happen, Mrs. 


Meir's majority would become 
dangerously thin, so thin it 
might depend on the votes of a 
handful of Arabs and Arab- 
sympathizers in the Knesset. No 
government so fragilely based 
could last. 


That is the measure of the 


present political crisis.

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One-Plant System Is Economical

Officials of the Madison area 


one-plant metropolitan sewerage 
district have found in periodic 
studies since 1934 that the single 
plant is the most economical 
way to treat their wastes which 
now top 32 million gallons per 
day. 


"Every time we study our 


expansion plans, we consider 
whether to build another plant 
or transfer our sewerage to the 
one plant," says Jack Land- 
wehr, district director and chief 
engineer, "It always comes out 
that the additional cost of 
pumping is less then building a 
new plant." 


The economies of a central- 


ized operation probably are 


most-often mentioned in argu- 
ments for the single plant 
system. A recent Green Bay 
area s t u d y of metropolitan 
government also suggests this

advantage in recommending a 
single-plant system for that 
area. 


And cities, such as Los Ange- 


les, San Diego and Seattle, have 
found that one plant can effici- 
ently serve their millions of 
people and thousands of indus- 
tries. 


Four-Plant System 


Fox Cities regional officials 


considered a one-plant system 
this summer but rejected it in 


favor of a four-plant system. 
While the Fox Cities have the 
advantage of a strong incline, 
which would all but eliminate 
the need for expensive pumping 
stations, it has numerous inde- 
pendent and jealous municipali- 
ties which aren't too willing to 
cooperate. 


The Fox Cities, is similar to 


the Green Bay and Madison 
regions in many ways. Each 
stretch about 15 miles at the 
longest point and have about 
200,000 people, extremely small 
as metropolitan regions go in 
this nation. 


They all would operate under 


the same state regulations and 
should be about equally able to 
secure federal funds.

A Monumental Task 


New Londoners 12-Ton Headstone Unique

NEW LONDON - A lot of

a certain rock along Outagamie 
County Trunk S for a marker to 
be placed near the family plot 
in Mosquito Hill Cemetery.

Loaded on Trailer 


Krake noted 
that several

native stone marking the plot, 
not one from somewhere else." 


The rock was loaded on a four- 


wheel trailer with me help of 
rope Week and tackle. "We use 


rope on the blocks 
because 


cable will snap without warning, 
rope won't do that" he said. It 
will begin to fray and give you 
a warning" Luther pointed out. 


Once the boulder was on the 


trailer, 
three 
tractors were 


hooked together and they at- 
tempted to move it The move 
progressed only about 12 feet 
the first few times, when it was 
decided that some dirt would 
have to be moved and a bigger 
tractor would be needed. 


"1 really didn't plan on mov- 


ing it hi one day." Luther 
stated.

Once on the road, the travel 


was easy and the rock was 
sitting next to Luther Krake's 
barn by 6 p.m. In the next few 
days it will be placed on it?

the way to Washington. Along 
with news of a near-riot involv- 
ing U.S. troops at Schweinfurt 
in West Germany, the black- 
white confrontation at McNair 
was instrumental in spurring 
the creation of an interracial 
fact-finding . team, 
including

Last of Pole 
Expedition Dies 


MacMillan Went 
To Icy Territory 
30th Time at 80 


PROVINCETOWN, 
Mass.

— Rear Adm. Donald B. 


MacMillan, last surviving mem- 
ber of the 1909 expedition which 
found the North Pole, is dead at 
95. 


MacMillan died Monday night 


in a nursing home in Province- 
town, his birthplace. He had 
been a patient there 10 days. 


A family spokesman said fu- 


neral services would be held at 
Provincetown but arrangements 
were incomplete.1 


The Arctic held MacMfflan's 


attention for nearly a half cen- 
tury. He made his 30th trip 
north in 1954 at the age of 80. 


MacMillan was

teacher at Worcester, Mass., 
when he joined Bear Adm. Kpb- 
ert E. Peary- a U.S. Navy civil 
engineer who had made unsuc- 
cessful tries for the pole in 1898
